WILKES 
VOTES 1 
SOCCER 


Soccer is one of the few things booming in today’s 
Australia, Victorian opposition leader Frank Wilkes, said at 
the 1980 Rothman’s Medal presentation at the Southern 
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Sydney City, as always has had numerous good performers this 
year. 


I particularly have liked Kevin Mullen and thought coach Eddie 
Thomson’s move to make him captain was sound. If he can add 
more mental stability and solid defence to his excellent attacking 
game he can yet emerge as a great Australian player. 


Murray Barnes has had a big year for the Slickers, but ob- 
viously you cannot go past the gifted Kenny Boden when leoking 
for their best this year, 

He may not be fast enough, nor strong enough for top overseas 
soccer, but in Australian conditions he is tops. 

Heidelberg has so many players of stature, but the twin stri- 
kers Paton and Cole have had an enormous impact. 

Paton is such an economical player. Cole with his devastating 
physical attributes, allied te tighter contro] and positional astute- 
ness, is a great striker. 

John Yzendoorn has emerged as a fine all-round player, with 
real soccer knowledge and vision, a rarity among Australian 
players even at the highest level. 

Yzendoorn’s emergence has seen the decline of Jim Rooney 
and brought the dynamic dribbling and shooting skills of Jim 
Campbell into the limelight. 

Marconi’s partial decline 
this season has coincided with 
the decline in recent months of 
Ivo Prskalo. 

Mark Jankovics has not 
been able to handle simulta- 
neously a move into business, 
representative honours and do- 
mestic soccer at Marconi with 
consistency, though he has 
scored 16 goals. Eddie Krnce- 
vic has had domestic problems 
and Tony Henderson injury 
worries. 

The aging of Vieri has also 
been felt and even full-time 
Peter Sharne failed to play 
consistently through the year. 

Bertie Lutton has been a 
revelation as sweeper at South 
Melbourne. 

He is the focal point of the 
composure and creativity of 
the graceful South Melbourne 
team. 

% I congratulate coach John

; Lutton to the back four. 

Young George Campbell 
also is starting to play again 
after his badly broken leg, 
‘while Ducan Campbell is at 
last Showing somie of the skills 
and application which along 
with his speed can make him a 
top player. 

I have not seen Newcastle 
play but am aware of the 
impact that Paul Reaney has 
made. 

Rather stereotyped, but 
with rock-like consistency, 
just like the Leeds United he 
grew up with, Reaney epito- 
mises Newcastle, functional 
but a little short on flair. 

-Rale Rasic has been shou- 
eo, -. ting the virtues of Agenor 
aii 3-2 em Muniz all season, but 1 was 
also impressed by the ‘‘wrap”’ 
that “‘Action’’ editor, Laurie 
Schwab, gave John Nyskohus 
as a midfielder recently. 

Nyskohus is in his best years 
now. 

I never really rated him asa 

truly top striker, but I did use 
him as a midfielder when 1 
coached the South Australian 
State team against Middle- 
sbrough. 
We lost 2-1, but Nyskohus, 
with his enormous work-rate 
was one of our better players. 
I notice he has also scored 11 
goals this year. 

_Lions have Hermiston and 
Bennett, though I also like Mil- 
Iman. 

Hermiston is a professional. 
I was impressed to watch his 
long, deliberate warm-up 
before a game last season 
against St. George. 

Bennett is so positive and 
enthusiastic.

“The fight between the VSF and the VFL will be sorted out in 
the long term because there is room for both codes in this State 
and they can complement rather than combat each other."’ 

By now Wilkes had a captive audience and he made a series of 
points backing his recognition of the importance of soccer not just 


in Victoria but in Australia. 


“Soccer is easier to follow than Australian Rules football and 
soccer can improve its playing standard by importing overseas 
talent, something Australian Rules can’t do 

“I am told there are 48,000 people participating in soccer in the 
State and 1100 teams within the greater metropolitan area of Mel- 


bourne,”’ Wilkes continued. 


“This indicates the strength of soccer and the trend is obvious 
when you consider that Victoria is not the strongest Soccer 


state.” 


Wilkes believes ethnic TV's coverage of Australian soccer will 
be a major boost fo the code and will encourage greater spectator 


participation. 


He thinks next year’s Coca-Cola world youth finals will be a 
great spectacle through which soccer can flourish. Similarly the 
1982 World Cup finals in Spain are important to Australian soccer, 


he said. 


“The World Cup is the showplace of soccer and it will be a 
great achievement for Australia to qualify,”” he said.

Wilkes ended on an optimistic note 

“Soccer is entitled to an identity, as is the VFL and there can 
be no doubt that soccer is here to stay.

“Politics may flounder but sport wiil prevail and tonight's pre- 
sentation augers well for soccer and I wish the code every success 


in this State,”’ he said.

Town after playing for the Soc- 
ceroos in the 1974 World Cup 
finals. 

Glykokalamos came to 
Australia from Greece im 1962 
and it was only after eight 
years with Brunswick Athena 
that he returned to play in the 
Greek First Division. 

He joined Panetolikos in the 
Second Division and quickly 
was appointed captain. In his 
third year there, he led the 
club to promotion to First 
Division by one point. 

During this time, he was se- 
lected to play for the national 
amateur team against Eng- 
jand. He received a telegram 
while on holidays on the island 
of Kalimnos but was unable to 
get back in time to play. 

Before leaving Greece the 
first time, Glykokalamos 
made his senior debut with 
Fourth Division club Kazonis 
at the age of only 13. He was 
the youngest player in Greece 
to have played senior league 
soccer, 

He came to Australia with 
his parents and joined Athena 


in the Metropolitan League. 
He was a forward then and in 
the 1965-66 season he displayed 
all his brilliance in scoring 49 
goals. 

Before he went to Greece, 
Glykokalamos switched from 
Athena to Alexander (Heidel- 
berg United), for a $500 trans- 
fer fee plus two players in ex- 
change. He played the 1970 
season for Alexander and re- 
turned to the club from Pan- 
etolikos in 1976. 

He played for Alexander in 
its last State League season 
and made 14 PSL appearances 
in 1977 before a row with coach 
John Margaritis resulted in 
Glykokalamos making an exit 
to the bench and then to West- 
ern Suburbs the following 
year. 

Glykokalamos recalled his 
clash with Margaritis- 

“Before our game against 
Marconi in 1977, 1 was injured 
and I couldn't play. John asked 
me to play and lam the type of 
man who. would do anything to 
play, but I couldn't. My ankle 
was too bad. 

“We lost 8-1 to Marconi and 
on the Tuesday, John wouldn't 
talk to me. The Greek papers 
wrote that if I had played, we 
wouldn't have fost by so many 
goals. John asked me if I had 
any friends writing for me on 
the papers and told me to tell 
them to stop. 

“Then I was on the bench for 
a few weeks and came back 
only because Bob Provan was 
suspended. That was against 
Mooroolbark, and 1 played 
well — one of the best. 

“*Then I played another good 
game, when we won 2-0, but

If Glykokalamos accepts the 
player-coach job that has been 
offered to him, the first thing 
he will do is try te persuade 
Jaworski to change his mind. 


Heery who received most of 
McGuinness’s praise. 

“The wee man (Heery) has 
been great behind me this 
season and if I feared anyone 
in the medal count it was 
him,”’ said McGuinness. 

The Rothmans Medal win 
was the pinnacle of McGuin- 
ness’s career in Australia 
which started when former 
Sydney City and Hellas coach 
Dave Maclaren lured the di- 
minutive Scot to the beaches 
of Bondi. 

McGuinness played with 
Motherwell in Scotland until 
1976 when former Liverpool 
great Ian St. John decided to 
buy McGuinness for Ports- 
mouth, then in the English 
Second Division. 

When given the chance to 
come to Australia McGuinness 
wasted little time and joined 
Sydney City but their relat- 
ionship ended when Maclaren 
moved to Hellas and took the 


- wee Scot with him. 


Maclaren’s now famous as- 
sessment of McGuinness being 
too small for PSL football has 
been a cross which the Juve 
star has had to bear. 


“This Rothmans win shows 
Hellas that I’m better than 
they gave me credit for and 
mow that I’ve proved myself 
the laugh’s on them,” said 
Mcguinness. 

“I've done enough without 
the Rothmans win to prove 
that I can play PSL football 
but there is no doubt that many- 
PSL sides look at players with 
some sort of award to their 
credit.

opening 20 minutes but Ju- 
ventus had no idea of what was 
happening and Croatia was 
well on top in midfield. 

Steve Short made Bobby 
McGuinness’s job hard by sti- 
cking close to the 1980 Roth- 
mans Medal winner but 
McGuinness’s task was diffi- 
cult without good support from 
his midfielders. 

The most significant factor 
emerging was the many 
options open to Croatia players 
whenever they were in posses- 
sion.

His career is on 
the verge of coming into full bloom at senior level. 


incantalupo pays tribute to present day first team stalwart Pat

level. 

“| can remember when we started an under-)6 team in the 
State League Colts competition, but we didn’t have enough boys 
of the right age so we had to field a yery young team,” he said.

The Socceroos almost certainly will have to play against Iraq in the World Cup quali- 
fying series next year. They probably also will have to meet Kuwait, although Kuwait 
has to eliminate mighty Iran and South Korea before meeting Australia. We saw Iraq in 
1973 and Kuwait in 1977, but few of us know what they are like today. One man who 
does is STEVE DARBY, player coach of Devonport in Tasmania. Darby was assistant 
national coach of Bahrain from January 1978 until July last year. During this time he 
had the opportunity to study the Iragis and Kuwaitis, as a number of top club teams 
from both countries visited Bahrain and Darby himself played in Kuwait against club 

sides. The Kuwaiti youth team and the Kuwaiti Army team played against thair count- 
erparts in Bahrain, and Darby covered the Arab Games, in which fraq finished first and 
Kuwait second, for the English Gulf Press (‘Gulf Daily” and “Gulf Weekly Mirror”). As 
he speaks reasonable Arabic, Darby was able to gather extra information from talking to 
some of the Kuwaiti and Iraqi players. In this article he discusses briefly what the
